A ffairs a t J o h n s to w n H e n c e fo rth to he 
M a n a g e d S y ste m a tic a lly . 
J ohnstow n (P a ), June 12th.—Order is 
coming out of chaos, and the m ilitary dis­ 
cipline has shown its effects at the end of 
the first day. 
The grand exodus of workmen has been 
going on all day. As fast as money yvas 
uanded out of the paym aster’s window 
workmen boarded trains, on which their 
picks and carts were loaded, and left 
Johnstow n without any expressed regrets. 
W ork upon tbe ruins has been 
NEARLY AT A STANDSTILL 
All day, but to morrow m orning General 
Hastings expects to have 2,500 men at 
work. 
The new plan of canvassing the city and 
systematizing the distribution of supplies 
is meeting with general favor. Provisions 
and supplies continue to come in freely. 
There is little change in the health situ­ 
ation. Ten bodies were recovered to-day 
by a sm all force of men while working. 
A meeting was held in Alma H all bvthe 
citizens of Johnstow n to-day, at which 
leading business men who survived the 
flood were present. 
Rem arks were made 
by several of those present touching tbe 
great work before them , to the effect that it 
required united and individual action to 
rebuild the town, aud the 


CCLLTIVATION OF FORTITUDE 
To bear np under the burdens so suddenly 
thrust upon them. 
Resolutions were adopted thanking Jas. 
Scott for his untiring efforts to bring order 
out of chaos, and the people of Pittsburg 
in particular and the citizens of the United 
States generally for their prom pt and gen­ 
erous assistance. 


R E G IS T R Y OF S U R V IV O R S . 
The Bureau of Registration reported to­ 
day that 15.67S survivors had registered. 
Many registered twice and some half a 
dozen times, which caused the list to run 
up to 21,000. To-day scarcely twenty 
names were registered, showing that work 
is approaching completion. 
The nam ber of bodies recovered is 1,162, 
of yvhich 628 have been identified.

i l k e s b a r r e (Pa.), June 12th.—A disas­ 
trous cave-in took place here late this after­ 
noon. 
Hollenback & H eliipan’s vein mines are 
situated under a ihicklv-settied portion of 
the city. They are 1,000 feet deep, and for 
years past no coal was supposed to be 
mined in that portion of the mines under­ 
lying the city for fear the earth would 
sink. 
At 4 o’clock a crash came, and one of the 
principal thoroughfares of the city was 
filled with crevices from which gas issued 
in huge volumes. 
Owners of houses were greatly alarmed. 
The men in the mines had all they could 
do to escape with their lives. Some of the 
mules were caught in the workings and 
killed.

B u f f a l o , June 12ih.—W illiam Kremm- 
ler, convicted cn May 10th of the m urder 
of Matilda Zeigler, whose case has just 
been appealed, has, it is claimed, found 
friends among the electric light companies, 
who are about to test the constitutionality 
of the law requiring crim inals to be exe­ 
cuted by electricity. T he reason given for 
the sudden interest taken in the case by 
the electric light companies is believed to 
be purely mercenary. Several companies 
have now on hand suits for damages insti­ 
tuted by the heirs of parties who, it is 
alleged, were killed by coining in contact 
with electric light wires. The companies 
are claiming that the current is not suffi­ 
cient to cause death. Should Krem m ler 
be executed successfully by electricity this 
theorv would be refuted completely. 
This is believed to be the reason why the 
electric light companies are interested. 
Should the Act be declared unconstitu­ 
tional. then there is another legal problem, 
can Kem m ler be hanged? The District 
Attorney is of the belief that he can be, 
but m any prom inent lawyers here hold 
the reverse. The appeal will be that the 
sentence was "inhum an, cruel and un­ 
natural.”

Los A ngeles, June 12th.—The will of 
the late Isaac Lauta, who diet! in 1S.V\ at 
Pasadena, leaving property valued at about 
$200,000. now being contested bv Marv S 
Banta, wife, and Martha N. Iianta, her 
daughter, is exciting an unusual am ount of 
interest, owing to the prom inence of the 
parties, who are among the leading society- 
families of Pasadena. 
The case opened this m orning before 
Judge Clark and a jury in Department 
Two of the Superior Court. It is expected 
to last most oi the week, m any witnesses 
having been subpenaed. 
It appears from the papers in the case 
that Isaac Banta and Mary S. Banta yvere 
married in Ohio, May 2,’lS«5, but soon 
atterward their relations became somew hat 
strained. 
In 1882 they came out to California, set­ 
tling at Pasadena, where, owing to their 
wealth, they soon secured a prom inent po­ 
sition in society. 
Rumors, however, were 
bruited about that stormy scenes between 
Banta and his wife w ere’frequent occur­ 
rences, but no open rupture occurred until 
February, 1888, when Banta executed a 
deed of trust to his son-in-law. W. Pierce, 
of all his property in Los Angeles county! 
iu which he stated that his wife being pos­ 
sessed of abundant property tor her own 
support, he desired to set aside the rest of 
the estate for the support of his children 
ami grandchildren. 
H e accordingly came to Los Angeles and 
executed and filed the deed of trust, giving 
Pierce sole m anagem ent of the estate until 
death. 
IV hen Lucy Ann Pierce married, the 
daughter yvas to receive $40 000, Frank I. 
Moore and G. W . Banta. two grandchil­ 
dren, $15,000 each, and the rest of the estate 
divided equally among the three named. 
Hearing this, Mrs. Banta at once came to 
this city and instructed a leading firm of 
attorneys to dra;v up papers for a divorce 
and also to set aside the deed of trust on 
the grounds of the husband's extreme 
cruelty from time to time and threats to 
alienate the property from her and the chil­ 
dren. 
After a short tim e the case was compro­ 
mised by the parties out of Court, she heing 
allowed to retain property valued at $::4,00u 
and receiving $25,000 in addition, but on 
the other hand she was required to sign 
articles of separation in return, and also a 
document declaring the validity of the 
execution of the deed of trust. 
A few weeks after this Banta died, and 
Pierce tiled his petition tor probate as 
trustee of the heirs, other than contestants, 
with the result that Mrs. Banta commenced 
the suit on the same grounds as in her 
former action. 
Only four witnesses were examined to­ 
day, all of whom testified as to the mental 
capacity of Banta at the tim e of making 
the will in question.

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THE CRONIN VEEDICT. 


W hether Alexander Sullivan, the Chi­ 
cago lawyer and ex-l’resident of the Irish 
National League and who has once lieen 
tried for murder and acquitted, is guilty or 
innocent, the verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
in the Cronin case has a ring that will find 
responsive echoes in the hearts of all true 
Americans. 
It is oil' of a piece with the 
courage and patriotism that dared to face 
the political demagogy that stood the 
friend of the Anarchism that the bronze 
monument of the policeman in Ilay- 
market place, Chicago, to-day rebukes in 
the name of the people of the State of 
Illinois. 
Chicago juries had the courage 
to send to the gallows the wretches who 
were conspiring for the overthrow of the 
best government enjoyed by man, and to 
destroy the inalienable right of all to 
life, property and the pursuit of happi­ 
ness. 
A Chicago jury lias now had the 
courage to declare that organizations the 
objects of which are similar to that which 
the testimony shows certain lodges of the 
Clan-na-Gael, or United Brotherhood, en­ 
tertain, are inimical to the interests of the 
people, inharmonious with our 
system 
tf government, and dangerous to our in­ 
stitutions. 
Which is but another way of 
saying that if the law cannot without in­ 
vasion of our individual liberties suppress 
such dangerous organizations, public senti- 
aent should so frown upon them, that 
,heir existence wiil become next to impos­ 
sible. 
And we entertain the belief that 
such will be the result. 
There is no place 
in tliis country for any foreign political 
conspiracies that ape the form of mere 
friendly associations, for the purpose of 
forwarding schemes of assault against na­ 
tions with which we are at peace. 
We 
must concede that the Coroner’s jury in 
the Cronin case acted in good conscience; 
that it has reason, under the testimony 
taken, for delaring that Sullivan 
w a s one 
of a band of conspirators to work the tak­ 
ing off of a man whose activity in the 
Clan-na-< iael had made him obnoxious, if 
not dangerous to the leaders of the Sullivan 
faction. The taking of the testimony before 
this jury occupied several weeks. 
It was 
from day to day a succession of surprises, 
and almost hourly startled the people by 
revelations that prove the truth of the old 
adge, “ When rogues fall out honest men 
get their dues.” 
The assumption must he 
that the jury acted calmly, considerately, 
aud without passion. 
Nevertheless, since 
it was not a judicial lwdy such as must 
now investigate the case, and since the 
presumption of innocence must prevail in 
the case of the accused until they are con­ 
victed by a trial jury, judgment should be 
suspended in their cases. 
It need not, 
however, be restrained so far as the Clan- 
na-Gael is concerned. Whether originally 
intended or not by its founders, it certainly 
ha* become the means of conspiracy and 
the avenue through which murder was 
contemplated. 
As a political organization 
dealing with the agitations disturbing an­ 
other nation, it and all kindred societies 
when they claim refugeaud protection here, 
are in antagonism to the genius of our in­ 
stitutions. 
There is no need for them in 
furtherance of the cause of right, or of the 
independence of Ireland. 
The friends of 
Ireland cannot hope to have the sympathy 
of the people of the United States with 
them if such agencies are longer employed 
as lead to c riminal conspiracy and murder, 
or condone liomh-throwing and encourage 
dmrk-iantern schemes, and cut-throat meth­ 
ods. 
If Ireland gains her indejieudence 
her true friends will not wish it to lie 
written into her history that by any such 
methods she attained that condition. 
In 
one sense Cronin will not have died in 
vain, since his taking off is likely to arouse 
the people of the United States to the 
danger that is resident in the liberty that 
permits any class of people to shelter under 
our laws organizations that secretly make 
war upon those with whom wc are hound 
bv the ties of amity. 


THE COKRECTION MADE. 


A few days ago we spake sharply to the 
\\ illows (jmette for crediting to the R w - 


o r d - U n io n an article upon the Central 
Irrigation Scheme, that tiever appeared in 
this journal, and that does not reflect its 
views. 
Sevjral other pajiers copied the 
article from the Gazelle, retaining the 
credit erroneously attached. 
Among these 
was the Colusa Sun, which we took to task 
especially, because it is too old and level­ 
headed a journal to accept without ques­ 
tion such expression 
a s that quoted, or 
without inquiry a s to its verity. 
As we 
expected, the Willows Gazette admits its 
error, and frankly confesses its regret that 
the blunder should have been made. 
It 
says, with some effort at humor that we 
can pardon: 


The K ecord-C sion is justly offended at a 
blunder m ade by u> In en d ltin g ta tfiem an a rti­ 
cle that was taketi Irom another exchange. We 
have no excuse to m ake for publishing said a rti­ 
cle, but shall do penance for ere tiling it to the 
wrong source. We have not uolii ed the com ­ 
m ents of any other paper but the Colusa Sun. 
an d we are rath er inclined to th e opinion that 
it m ade a m ountain of a mole hill. 
We are 
proud to have o u r paper advertised, but we do 
not desire to b m ade notorious far iutentional 
m isrepresentation 
Justice is our adm iration. 
We would not i ju re a cur of old gold coinpli x- 
ion and curtailed caudal appendage, m uch less 
a friendly journal. N o : we are not given to 
hero worship, but we m ust plead guilty to look­ 
ing up to the old Record-U'NION of .Sacramento 
8sa>iuide in m uch th at governs our daily ex­ 
istence. and having unintentionally done it an 
injury, we leel as one who had stepped upon tie 
p et pedal pcrtuberance of a revered friend, and 
prom ise to be m ore careful in th e future. 
W e were confident th at the Gazelle 
would set this journal right, and we com­ 
mend the manly spirit it evinces. 
The 
article in question in itself was not such as 
t o excite the alarm of the friends of the 
irrigation schem e; but as an expression by 


the R e c o r d - U n io n , they were justified in 
attributing to it very harmful results. 
Of 
course the papers that followed the un­ 
fortunate mistake of the Gazette will as 
promptly and fully as that journal has 
done, correct the error, that their readers 
may not be left to labor under the belief 
that the R eco rd -U n io n has attempted to 
“ bear ” the stock of the Central District 
Irrigation Association. 


T h e Fire Marshals of San Francisco 
have condemned the fireworks that are 
known as “double-headers,” and the au­ 
thorities have resolved that none of these 
dangerous bombs shall be exploded in that 
city on the Fourth of July, or at any other 
time. 
It would be well to have a similar 
regulation in this city, for the reAson that 
many of our buildings are low, and the 
explosions of the double-headers throw 
the burning debris high enough to land 
on roofs. 
That we have escaped a confla­ 
gration from this cause in the past is no 
reason for speculating upon future exemp­ 
tion. 
The San Francisco Marshals say of 
the dangerous articles referred to : “ They 
are made of bamboo, which smolders long 
after the bomb has been exploded. 
The 
comjiositiou of the ‘ double-headers ’ is 
principally oakum. 
After the ‘header’ is 
ignited it goes off once, ami then flies into 
the air high enough to fall on a roof. 
It 
explodes a second time then, and the 
oakum ignites and burns. 
In this way 
roofs are set on fire and the department is, 
of course, called out.” 
The San Francisco 
ordinance regulating the sale of dangerous 
fireworks is very simple and understand­ 
able, and is the result of long observation 
and some bitter experiences. 
It would lie 
wise to look into the matter, and reduce to 
the minimum of possibility the danger 
from fireworks in this city, where for the 
most part license has ruled in their use, 
and regulation hasscarcely been thought of.

Wreck of an Excursion Train. 


I t is simple 
justice 
to 
make ac­ 
knowledgement of the fine service of the 
Associated Press in all the days of the 
Pennsylvania horror. 
It was upon the 
ground first, and it has under the most 
discouraging difficulties sent out the fullest 
most reliable 
and altogether the most 
graphic news of the calamity that has 
been dispatched from the flooded district. 
The service has been excellent through­ 
out, and the work accomplished testifies 
to the thoroughness of the organization 
and tiie faithfulness of its officer* aud em­ 
ployes. 
When it is remembered that its 
reporters went into the flooded district at 
the peril of their lives, in some cases, and 
in all instances under the most discourag­ 
ing circumstances, and with the most 
cumbered and embarrassed means of get­ 
ting at the truth known to the profession 
of the newsgatherer, the achievements of 
the Association assume very high im­ 
portance, and will remain as a proud 
record of the high art of its workers, and 
of the news gathering skill and admin­ 
istrative and 
executive ability of the 
agents who direct the operations of the 
complicated machinery of the organiza­ 
tion. 


I t is now settled that the infamous Mrs.

only be justifiable, but is imperatively de­ 
manded. 
The press of the East should 
unite as one voice to warn the people that

W reck o f an E xcursion T rain W h ich C re­ 
a te s Sad H avoc to Tift? and L im b. 
D u b l in, June 12th.—An excursion train 
from Arm agh was wrecked near that place. 
The train contained 1,200 persons, com­ 
posed of M ethodist Sunuay-scbool scholars, 
teachers and relatives. 
It is reported that 
fifty children were killed. 
A later dispatch from Armagh says that 
eighty bodies have been taken from the 
wreck and otheis are buried under the 
debris. 
Over 100 persons were injured. 


LATEP. PARTICULARS, 
D u b l in , June 12th.—The following par­ 
ticulars have been received in regard to the 
accident to the excursion train: The ex­ 
cursion party left Arm agh this m orning in 
two trains. The accident occurred at the 
point where the trains had to ascend the 
grade on a bank fifty feet high. The first 
train ascended the grade without trouble. 
The second section attem pted the ascent, 
but the weight of the train proved too great 
for the engine. Several cars were detached 
and were allowed to run back towards the 
level track, but before they reached ii they 
came in collision with the ordinary train 
from Armagh, which was proceeding at a 
good rate of speed. 
The excursion 
cars were completely 
wrecked. Hosts of volunteers were soon 
at hand and the dead and the wounded 
were taken 
from the wreck and carried 
down the bank. 
Medical aid was called and a special 
train from Belfast brought to the scene 
twenty surgeons 
from that city and a 
num ber of medical men from other places. 
The disaster is unparalleled in the railroad 
history of 
Ireland. 
All the shops in 
Armagh were closed this afternoon and 
people are in general mourning. 
The engineer, fireman and "guard of the 
train and the Traffic M anager’s clerk were 
sum moned before a magistrate and were 
removed on the charge of being responsible 
for the accident. 
The shriekz of the children were horri­ 
ble. Many were mangled beyond recogni­ 
tion. There is scarcely a family in Armagh 
that has not some one dead, and in many 
cases whole families are killed. The em ­ 
bankm ent on which the accident occurred 
is seventy feet high. 
Before starting on the fatal excursion the 
children paraded through the streets of 
Armagh with flags and banners, and town 
folk turned out almost en masse to wish 
them a happy holiday. 
The train consisted of fifteen carriages, 
and most of the children were in the front 
of the train. 
Only about a dozen children were killed. 
A majority of the victims were about 2u 
years of age. They were in the last car­ 
riage, which was completely smashed. All 
the bodies have not been taken from the 
wreck. 
Total killed seventy-two, of which sixty- 
four have been identified. The num ber of 
the injured is about one-third of the entire 
num ber of passengers. 
Many of these are 
certain to succumb to the effects of their 
injuries.

YESTERDAY'S 
CONTRIBUTIONS - THE 
CONCERT LAST NIGHT. 


A no th er B enefit C oining—C ondition of 
the B elief F und— 
Total*. 


Our account of the Pennsylvania relief 
fund opened yesterday with cash on hand 
$140 13. During the day Governor Water­ 
man. who has been absent in Y'osemite 
valley for ten days, sent in $100, a citizen in 
the Capitol sent $10, John Bryer, an old 
soldier, gave $2, Rev. Mr. Herrick paid in 
$50 more on account of ticket sales for his 
lecture, making the receipts of the same 
$118 75. Elizabeth Conroy sent to this office 
by Dr. Brune $1, and Mrs. Mary S. Cowgar 
by the same citizen $1 50. The total re­ 
ceipts therefore for yesterday were $164 50, 
the smallest of any day since the fund was 
opened. We have now on hand $304 63, 
and trust to receive enough individual sub­ 
scriptions to-day to make the sum $500 in 
time to telegraph it to Governor Beaver 
this afternoon. 
A typographical error in the R ecobd- 
Ukion yesterday made it appear that Wm. 
Johnstan, of Richland, gave 10 cents to the 
fund. It should have been $10, a mis­ 
placed period causing the error, and the 
total receipts showing that it was a mis­ 
take. 
The relief fund list will remain open at 
the Record-Unios office as long as the 
people, few or great, manifest a desire to 
contribute to so great and noble a charity. 
We will forward the sums in $500 lots, and 
in these columns account for every cent 
paid in, giving the name of each contrib­ 
utor. 
ANOTHER BENEFIT. 
Miss Maye Kewen has resolved to con­ 
duct a relief fund benefit entertainment at 
the Opera House next Monday evening. 
For that purpose Manager Hall (his sec­ 
ond contribution) has granted the young 
lady the full use of the Opera House, and 
it is understood that no expense will be 
attached, so that the benefit will be a 
“clear” one. Miss Kewen has on several 
occasions appeared as a drill leader or Cap­ 
tain of a large company of young ladies, 
whom she has drilled in facings, dumb­ 
bell exercises and graceful groupings and 
marches. These drills have met with great 
favor. The ladies of the company have all 
volunteered for the proposed entertain­ 
ment, some talent from San Francisco 
has also proffered aid, and there will 
be by local people music, tableaux 
and other entertaining features. The 
spirit with which Miss Kewen has 
entered into the scheme, her proved 
capacity to manage such an entertainment 
and the generous assistance tendered her, 
gives the assurance that the affair will be a 
success. Nothing but unselfishness, pure 
and overflowing sympathy for the home­ 
less people of the great disaster, prompt 
the participants in the proposed benefit. 
They believe Sacramento ought, exclusive 
of the contributions of towns that have 
sent their contributions here to be united 
with those of Sacramento, to raise and for­ 
ward fully $4,000, and the ladies are correct 
in their judgment. They propose, how­ 
ever, to give an entertainment richly worth 
the price of admission to be charged, so 
tbat there will be value received by all who 
buy tickets. 
THE CONCERT. 
The concert at the Metropolitan Theater 
last evening, for the benefit of the I’enn- 
svlvania sufferers, was a complete success. 
The Metropolitan Theater was filled by an 
intelligent and generous audience. The 
concert was gotten up by Airs. A. Bonn- 
heim, Mrs. Dr. Brune and Prof. W. H. 
Kinross, the latter having the musical 
direction and management, and enlisting 
the services of several of his pupils and 
others, while the ladies named filled num­ 
bers on the programme, secured the Artll- 
lerv band, attended to general manage­ 
ment outside, and worked up the affair 
skillfully. All the parties concerned are 
deserving of commendation for their pub­ 
lic spirit and the anxiety manifest to make 
the Sacramento fund for the relief of the 
sufferers large enough to do credit to the 
Capital City.

| A S treet-C ar D river's C harge I'pon a 
Crow<l on th e S treet. 
About 8 o’clock last evening there was 
%uite a large crowd of people collected on 
the street in front of the Western Hotel, 
listening to the performance of the juve­ 
nile Drum Corps, preparatory to the latter’s 
escorting the Sons of Veterans to their 
banquet. The crowd was largely com­ 
posed of children, and ex ended from the 
sidewalk beyond the middle of the street. 
The drums and fifes were responding lib­ 
erally to tbe vigorous exertions of the play­ 
ers, and the crowd was intently gazing 
upon the young musicians in their new 
and picturesque uniforms, when car No. 6 
of the O street line bore down upon them. 
It was not seen nor heard until it was 
within about thirty or forty feet, and then 
the crowd began to move off tbe track.' 
But at this moment the driver grabbed 
his whip, lashed his horse into a gallop, 
and with a yell dashed his car into the 
crowd. A cry of horror broke from the 
lips of those on the sidewalk as the driver 
was seen to lash his horse through the 
crowd that was struggling to escape the 
juggernaut. It seemed impossible for all 
to get out of the way, and after the car had 
passed through the crowd and it was an­ 
nounced that a man had been run down, 
there was intense excitement. 
While one group gathered about the 
fallen man another ran after the car and 
its driver, shouting: "Pull him off the 
car!” “ Mob him !” “ Tie up the car. and 
turn him over to the police!” Several 
men seized the horse and stopped the car, 
and the driver would surely have been 
pulled from the platform and mobbed had 
not someone come up with the news that 
the ruan run down was only bruised. As 
it was, the driver was allowed to proceed, 
as the car contained several persons en 
route to the depot. 
The excitement continued for some time, 
however, and the general expression was 
that the fact that half a dozen persons had 
not been killed was not the fault of the 
driver, who seemed to have done his best 
in tbat direction 
One little girl was 
snatched almost from under the horse’s 
feet by a couple of men nearest her, and it 
was certainly remarkable that a number of 
people were not killed. The driver acted 
like a man bereft for the time of his senses. 
The car was just nearing the outer edge of 
the crowd when he began to apply the 
whip and started the horse up from his 
normal gait. If his desire was to drive his 
car over the people he certainly could not 
have acted differently. The man who was 
knocked down gave his name as Eugene 
Kane, but the name of the driver could not 
be learned.

be taught in each city, or city and county, or 
school district, in each school year, commenc­ 
ing on the 1st day of July. A. D. 1S74, at least 
twelve weeks of which shall be consecutive, 
unless such child or children are excused from 
such attendance by the Board of Education of 
the city, or city and county, or of the Trustees 
of the school district in which such parents or 
guardians or other persons reside, upon it being 
shown to their satisfaction that his or her bodily 
or mental condition has been suchas to prevent 
attendance at school or application to study for 
the period required, or that the parents or 
guardians are extremely poor or sick, or that 
such child or children are taught in a private 
school, or at home in such branches as are 
usually taught in the primary schools iu this 
State, or have already acquired a good knowl­ 
edge of such branches; provided, in case a 
public school shall not be taught for three 
months during the year within one mile, by the 
nearest traveled road, of the residence of any 
person within the school district, he shall not 
be liable within tbe provisions of this Act.

A C hicago P a p e r T h in k s It H as Its Eye 
on th e M urderer. 


C h ic a g o , Juue 12:h.— The Herald of to­ 
day advanced the theory that John Walsh, 
sometimes known as John Hanley, the 
fatuous invincible,'had a hand in the m ur­ 
der. and that the assassination was ordered 
from across the water. 
W alsh was in Chi­ 
cago several weeks prior to the m urder of 
l)r. Cronin. H e was seen here a t various 
times until the middle of February. 
He 
said nothing about his business. 
Walsh, 
accompanied by Philip McCarthy of Chi­ 
cago, aided in the escape of the Fenians 
from Australia in the Catalpa, in 1807. 
W alsh was selected for this dangerous task 
because of his great strength and iron 
Aerve. W hen he returned to America he 
became possessed of the idea that the irish ­ 
men of the world owed blm a living, and 
acted accordingly. 
From that time to the 
present he has done no m anual work. 
W alsh is an athlete. Though nearly 50 
years of age he does not look to be more 
than 35. 
He stands 5 feet 11 inches in 
height, and can handle an ordinary m an 
w ith the greatest of ease. W alsh was a 
trusted ageut ot the Iuvincibles, and was 
assigned by them to do dangerous work. 
H e made sis trips to England. W hen the 
Clan-na-Uael passed into the hands of the 
famous triangle W alsh was pressed into 
service. Acting, it is said, under directions, 
W alsh made a protracted visit to Ireland 
and F.agland, returning with valuable in­ 
form ation. 
W hile there he went under 
the nam e of John Hanley. There is no 
record of W alsh's work for the triangle in 
the UDited .states, hut there are num erous 
stories which associate his name with the 
disappearance of rnauy men. 


AS TO HOLDING SULLIVAN. 
C hicago, June 12th.—Judge Tuley this 
afternoon announced that he would read 
the testimony taken before the Coroner's 
jury in the Cronin m urder case and decide 
w hether or not there was enough evidence 
to hold Alexander Sullivan w ithout bail. 
H e will annouuce his decision Friday 
forenoon at 10 o'clock. 


SULLIVAN SEREN E. 


H r R efuses to See His frie n d s o r to 
T alk A bout th e M atter. 
C hicago, Juue 12th.—A lexander Sulli­ 
van declined to see any callers this m orn­ 
ing except his law partners, and none of 
the horde of curiosity seekers who gained 
adm ittance to the cage were able to get a 
glimpse ot him . To a friend who sent 
Sullivan a note from the jail office, ex­ 
pressing unshaken confidence in him and 
firm belief in bis innocence, the ex-Presi­ 
dent of the Irish National League returned 
the following reply : 
I am very grateful for your kind words. Time 
and tlia truth will justify you in their use. bm- 
cerely, 
Alexander Sullivan. 
Suiiivan’s frieds are considering the ad­ 
visability of getting out a writ of habeas 
corpus. This m orning A. S. Trude and 
other friends of Sullivan held a consulta­ 
tion with Judge Tulley. W hat the nature 
of it was none would reveal. Mr. Trude, 
however, said that it was very probable 
that a w rit would be applied for.' 
This afternoon Sullivan made an applica­ 
tion by attorney, returnable at 4 o’clock, 
for a writ of babeas corpus. It asserts that 
the verdict ot the Coroner’s jury is insuf­ 
ficient for his commitment w ithout bail; 
that though a large am ount of extrajudicial 
evidence was taken by the Coroner, iio testi­ 
m ony sufficient to justify his incarceration 
was produced, and his im prisonm ent is the 
result of passion and prejudice. H e de­ 
clared he was entirely innocent of any con­ 
nection w'ith Cronin's death.
